The Manufacture of Beads, 

Beads are largely made in Venice, where 
ulass-making has always been a principal 
industry. It is said that the invention of 
beads dates from the thirteenth century, and 
is due to two Venetians, Miottiand Imbriani, 
who were urged to make experiments by 
he celebrated Venetian traveler, Morco 
Polo. Under the Venetian Republic, and 
for some years after its fall, says our con- 
sul at Venice, the exportation of beads had 
not reached the importance it has now at- 
tained. This was perhaps owing to the 
smallness of the furnaces and to the difficulty 
ind length of the technical processes requir- 
d for the composition ofthe paste. ‘The 
Morilli, however, who in 1670 were the prin- 
‘ipal bead manufacturers, had four ships at 
sea carrying beads to the east on their own 
iccount, and they became so rich thatin 
1766 they entered the rank of the Venetian 
1obility on payment of a sum of 100,000 du- 
sats to the republic. Since 1815 this in- 
lustry has become so important as to give at 
he present time employment to about 15,000 
versons. ‘The traflie is carried on with all 
he world, but the principal exportation of 
reads is to the ports ot Asia and Africa. An 
*xtraordinary stimulus was given to this in- 
lustry a few years ago by the prevailing 
iste of beads for trimming ladies, dresses. 
\ great extension of the manufacture took 
ace, and the labor was paid so high that 
ill who could do so gave up their usual trades 
or bead-making. But when the demand 
or beads declined most of the workmen who 
iad been allured by fancy wages to the 
vead manufacture were thrown out of work 
nd compelled to return to their former 
rvecupations. Whatever be the cause, bead- 
naking has always been the special privilege 
f Venice, in spite of all foreign attempts 
The

ibout eight francs v day, for a second mas-

A Valuable Relic, 

The family of Zachariah Hill, who lived 
fifty years ago in the house formerly the 
Rev. Joseph Chickering's and lately known 
asthe Oliver Bacon house on Pleasant 
street, in this town, have presented to the 
Public Library, through Miss Louise W.

The scenery at the Cascades is very grand, 
to the mountain panorama and the cliff-lined 
shores being added the striking feature of 
waterfall and the roaring rapids. The water 
boils and hisses among rocky masses at the 
Cascades, and as the train stops on the high 
bank above we look duwn into a seething 
caldron of waters, broken here and there by 
uplifted crags, around which the foaming 
currente rush and swirl, and here and there

channels. The picture is one of strange 
and savage grandeur. A canal is being con- 


structed around the Cascades. Itis a vast

* |) work, requiring $5,000,000 or more to com- 


plete. When finished the canal will permit 
the passage of river steamers to the Dalles, 
forty miles above. 

Five miles above Dunes City we reach the 
Great Dalles, a marvelous gorge in the

Recently the Woburn Board of Selectmen 
instructed their Clerk, Thomas H. Hill, Esq., 
to address the Secretury of the Massachu- 


setts Rifle Association in relation to com- 


plaints that have been lodged with the Board 
by people living in the vicinity of the Wal- 
nut Hill Range of the danger te them and 
their property from stray balls on shooting 
days. This was done, and to his letter Mr. 
Hill received the following reply :— 
Boston, Dee. 8, 1888. 

Boarp or Se_tectmen Town or Wonuvunn, 

Tuomas H. Winn Crern: 

Dear Sir:—Your favor of the 7th inst. at 
hand. In reply would say that, while this 
is the firet formal notice we have received 
of bullets tired at our targets lodging on the 
property of others, indirectly, within the 
last few weeks, we have had word of some 
complaints on account of wild shooting. 
Since the tnatter came to our attention we 
have examined the subject and find that 
}only on days of military shooting has there 
} been any reason for complaint. The mili- 
jtary shooting for this year is at an oe 
|The niatter has been brought before 
Directors, and plans are now in prepar 
to avoid the possibility of wild shots gong 
beyond our bounds, and will be carried out 
before there is any further shooting by mili- 
tary companies. 

In our own Association there are none 
who are not to some extent skilled in the 
use of the rifle, and the number shooting at 
{any one time is small, and these are under 
| the direction of a competent officer, so that 
there is no danger of stray bullets doing 
injury. Weare aware that companies of 
militia, many members of which handle a 
rifle but once a year or so, who cannot be 
| expected to have the same degree of accu- 
racy. We recognize the propriety and 
necessity of having our range safe for any 
persons who may he allowed the privilege 


jof shooting on it, and ahall endeavorto have 


it made so, if itis not sonow. When our 
Directors meet we will refer this matter and 


make a betterreply. Allow me, in behalf 
of the Association to thank you for your 
courteous letter, and rest assured that we 


shall be glad to satisfy you of the security 
|of your citizens so far as it rests in our 
hands.
